Coon asks his workers if they 
would like for him to put part of 
their wages in his safe, to be dis- 
tributed to them when the working 
season is over. He also encourages 
good workers to return to him the 
next season by offering to pay their 
traveling expenses from Puerto 
Rico.

NAI CROP ESTIMATE 


NDICATIONS in June were for an 

apple crop of 117 million bushels, 
delegates to the National Apple Insti- 
tute annual meeting at Burlington, Wis- 
consin, “guesstimated” on June 14. 
This compares with apple crops of 127 
million in 1958, 122 million in 1959, 
and 106 million in 1960. Cold weather 
and late frosts in April and May cut 
down on what could have been a 
bumper crop. 

Expenditures for 1961-62 of $150,000 
were budgeted for NAI activities in re- 
search, promotion, and legislation. Of 
this amount, $54,000 is for Washington 
office and staff expense, $63,000 for 
publicity and promotion of apples, and 
$10,000 for research.

Low humidity, high light intensity, 
wide differences between day and 
night temperatures and contrasts in 


north and south exposures, wide vari- 
ability in soils and irrigation water 
supply are all factors which make 
fruit growing different from most 
areas in the United States. 

The history of fruit growing in 
Colorado closely parallels the de- 
velopment of irrigation water sup- 
plies from the rivers of the state. 
According to some historians the 
practice of irrigating land was done 
by Pueblo Indians as early as 1200 to 
1400 A.D. However, the Spanish 
colonists did use irrigation water in 
southern Colorado as early as 1598, 
which is about the time the first set- 
tlers were arriving in the state.
